Emma Penepacker, wife of Samuel 
Penepacker, who. disappeared from her 
home, No. 7738 Lowe avenue, Auburn Park, 
has been found by her husband. She is now 
at the home of J. Dooland, No. 5716 Wabash 
avenue, where she has been since she left 
her home, March 10, Mr. Penepacker discov- 
ered her hiding place last Friday. He has 
repeatedly attempted to persuade her to re- 
turn to her home, but she declares she will 
never do 80. As soon as she has arranged 
some matters of a personal nature she says 
she will go to the home of her father, Will- 
iam Kammeyer of Kansas City, Kas. 

Mrs. Penepacker talks freely of her dis- 
appearance. She says her husband is trying 
to make people think she is insane.

When I left my home 
on March 10 I came here, where I was en- 
tirely unknown. I simply withheld my 
name, being known as Mrs. Emma 
Samuel.

STAIN’S FROM LINCOLN’S LIFE BLOOD 


Pillow-Slips on Which the Statesman 
Breathed His Last. 
Wasingtoh, D. C., April 14.—[Special.}— 
Several grewsome reminders of the terrible 
tragedy enacted in this city thirty-one years 
ago tonight were shown Tur TRIBUNE ‘cor- 
respondent today recalling anew the memo- 


‘ied of that April Good Friday night when 


Abraham Lincoln was assassinated by John 
Wilkes Booth. After the fatal shot was 
fired the President was borne unconscious 
to an unpretending looking brick structure 
opposite Ford’s Theater, in which the shoot- 
ing took place, where he breathed his last 
the morning of April 15, 

At that time this house was owned by a 
family named Peterson, and one of the boys 
named Fred was an eye-witness of the last 
moments of the dying. President. 

oie gm | that awful night while the life- 
blood of one of the greatest men the world 
ever saw was slowly ebbing away and stain- 

the bed linen Surgeon-General Barnes 
eafled young Peterson and told him to get 
clean pillow cases to put under the head of 
the patient.

With rare presence of mind in one so young 
Peterson took the gory pillowslip and con- 


cealed it for future use, noting at the time 


it was spattered with the blood and brains of 
the Chief Magistrate. Another pillowslip 
was disfigured in the same manner during 
that eventful night and it fell to the lot of 
young Peterson to obtain it also. 

The following morning, after the death of 

esident Lincoln, Mr. Peterson secured the 
counterpane which had covered the dying 
statesman all night, and securing a strong 
box he placed the pillowslips and the coun- 
terpane in it for safekeeping, and he has kept 


them ever since as mementos of that thrill- 


ing event in his life.

were in an excellent state of preservation, 
but discolored, not only by age but by the 
blood of the martyr which had oozed out of 
the lag wound in his head made by the 
m Booth’s pistol.

CONTRACTOR JOBIN BEHIND TIME. 


His Bid for Removing Old Federal 
Building Not Made Good. 

Washington, D. C., April 14.—{Special.]— 
There has been a hold-up in the negotiations 
for the disposal of the material and removal 
of the public building at Chicago. Under 
the advertisement of the Supervising Arch- 
itect of the Treasury the time expired on 
Saturday, April 11, in which Contractor 
Jobin should make good his proposal of $47,- 
300 for the razing of the building and the re- 
‘moval of the material. Notification to this 
effect was sent to him, as well as a request 
to put up the money he had promised, and 
at the same time file a bond for the Atis- 
factory performance of his obligation. 
Neither request has been acceded to thus 
far, and special agents of the Treasury De- 
partment have been instructed to conduct 
an inyestigation and report as speedily as 
possible just what the contractor proposes 
to do after the government offices are re- 
moved from the old structure. There has 
not been much disposition to hurry the con- 
tractor, because the fact was recognized 
that he could not work while business was 
being transacted in the old building. Now, 
however, Uncle Sam has put on a spurt with 
a view to getting the money in his strong 
box as soon as possible.

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Experts Tend to show That the 
Roentgen Rays Have No Germicidal 


properties 

or X rays occasioned much 

interest here, although English scientists 

are not nearly so advanced with experiments 

of this nature as the Americans. Certainly 

no one here has yet ascertained that the 

mysterious rays possess the property of dis- 

covering bacteria; arid opinion is divided as 
to the likelihood of such being the case. 

The Lancet recently published some inter- 
esting letters from Dr. T. Glover Lyon, 
senior assistant physician of the Victoria 
Park chest hospital. Dr. Lyon, using the 
Crookes tube, with an electric current at a 
voltage of about 25,000, thus deseribed in the 
Lancet the result of his work: 

My experiments in this direction proved, 
so far as they went, a hegative, which was 
almost a foregone conclusion. An impure 
cultivation of the diphtheritic bacilli was 
exposed in a test tube in an incubator at 85 
degrees for twelve hours to Roentgen rays, 
produced by the apparatus described above. 
Considerable growth took place during these 
twelve hours and continued on further incu- 
bation. The exposure to the Roen rays 
had failed to influence the growth of the 
bacilli to any 1 een extent. A pure 
cultivation of the tubercle bacilli exposed at 
the same time showed a vigorous power of 
growth aftcrw 
Experiments like these are not of course 
final, but on the whole force us to the con- 
clusion that with our present methods the 
radian ethereal energy is powerless against 
pathogenic o At same time in- 
creased knowledge and improved apparatus 
may place the cure of disease by radiant 
energy within the possibilities of the fut- 
ure.“ 

Many other British scientists hold the view 
that the X rays are modifications only of 
ordinary light, but as far as known the 
sole direct experiments were undertaken by 
Prof. Schuster, who at a recent meeting of 
the Manchester Medical Society said the 
results were altogether negative, the bac- 
— 2 as well in Roentgen rays as 
out o . 

Scientists here are decidedly skeptical as 
to the germicidal properties of the X rays, 
though they are not red to deny the 
reported discovery in Chicago. They want 
details, however, before believing it. 


GERMAN KAISER’S VISIT TO VIENNA. 


It Results in a Measure That Will 
Please Italy Well. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.) 

Berlin, April 14.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal. I am advised from 
Vienna that the official reports regarding 
the alleged military character of Kaiser 
William’s reception there are wholly with- 
out foundation in fact. 

My Vienna correspondent informs me the 
party was notably in the background 
throughout .all the festivities. While the 
two Emperors were enjoying themselves at 
receptions and state dinners the Chancellors 
were busy as bees. Hohenlohe spent all the 
day with Gouluchowski. 

‘The first result of the conferences of these 
two Chancellors is the erasing of the em- 
blems of Lombardy and Venetia from the 
Austrian imperial coat-of-arms, which will 
please Italy immensely. 

The Emperor and Empress of Germany, 
with their two eldest sons, Crown Prince 
William and Prince Eitel Frederick, ar- 
rived at Vienna at 10:15 o’clock this morning. 
They were received at the Southern station 
by Emperor Francis Joseph, attended by five 
Archdukes, two Archduchesses, and a brill- 
jant suite. The station was guarded by the 
Tyrol Chausseurs. a 

After an exchange of greetings the two 
Emperors entered an o carriage drawn 
by six white horses and were driven to the 
palace. The Empress and the Princes and 
the other members of the imperial party en- 
tered similar carriages and followed the 
Empeé¢rors. 

The streets were crowded and the visitors 
were enthusiastically cheered. The weather 
was cold. 229 

Vienna, April 14.—A dinner was given to- 
night at the Hofburg in honor of the visit- 
ing Emperor and Empress of Germany at 
which 110 royal and other distinguished per- 
sonages sat down. The dinner was marked 
by animated conversation between the two 
Emperors and the other guests. 

After the dinner had been concluded the 
imperial party were taken to the opera- 
house, where they heard Das Heimchenn 
Am Heerd” (The Cricket on the 
Hearth ). 

In honor of the visit Emperor Francis 
Joseph has appointed the German Crown 
Prince William a Lieutenant in the Seventh 
Hussars, while the little Prince Eitel Fred- 
erick, Emperor William's second son, has 
been appointed a Lieutenant in the Thirty- 
fourth Infantry. Emperor William has been 
made a member of the Second Regiment. 

The imperial party left the theater at 9:30 
o’clock, and, amid ringing cheers, drove to 
the railway station, where Empress Augusta 
and her two sons took a train for Berlin. 
Emperor William and Emperor Francis 
Joseph then drove together to the German 
Embassy, where the Emperor of Germany 
took tea. He rejoined the Emperor of Aus- 
tria later at the Hofburg. 


MAKES A BEARISH TALK ON WHEAT. 


English Expert Thinks Chicago Prices 
the Result of Speculation. i

World.]—The reported failure of the wheat 
crop in the Argentine Republic, whatever 
may be the speculative use of the report in 
Chicago, has excited no movement here. 

Answering an inquiry, Samuel Wood, the 
editor of Dombusch’s Circular, and recog- 
nized as among the most expert authorities 
in London, said to the World correspondent 
today: 

London has felt no effect. from the bull 
operations in Chicago. We have known for 
some time that there will be a shortage of 
about 30 per cent in the Argentine wheat 
crop, which shortage has been fully dis- 
counted. Anyhow, the grain reserves are so 
large that the prices cannot be further ap- 
preciably raised. 

“The shortage, according to my corre- 
spondents in Argentina, is due to several 
causes, not simply to failure of the crop. 
There are very large stocks in local hands 
which bad weather has prevented being 
brought down country as yet, but which will 
be coming on now. The reduction in the 
premium on gold has also contributed to in- 
duce farmers to hold their wheat until the 
premium rises. But, of course, they can- 
not continue to do that, and all my informa- 
tion points to a considerable increase in the 
rate of shipment shortly. 

“The action of the Chicago operators 
must be merely speculative. They are en- 
tirely unjustified so far as the wheat pros- 
pects here are concerned. There is no like- 
lihood that prices here can be affected by 
the Argentine output, the extent of which 
has now been forecasted with practical

o’clock on Sundays must let their whiskers 
grow in the interest of good health. 

The law is one of the various steps which 
have been taken in New York toward the 
present state of Sunday puritanism. 

Three Judges concurred in sanctioning the 
law and two dissented. They said a barber’s 
trade did not interfere with the comfort, 
safety, or welfare of the community when 
conducted on Sunday.

body. A glance into the room showed them 
the bodies of the three children. The 
once alarmed the neighbors and the Hin- 
man Avenue Police Station was notified by 
telephone. Policemen Egan, Warner, Schroe- 
der, and Muhman were sent to the house in 
the patrol wages. They found the revolver 
lying beside hman's body in a pool of 
blood. A neighbor was sent to tell Mrs. Leh- 
man, and the crowd of curious people was 
driven out of the bullding. 

Neither Mrs, Brandt, who lives. on the 
first floor, nor John McLaughlin, who be- 
cupies the upper flat, nor the people in the 
houses on either side heard the shots. 

John Diederich, who runs a saloon nearly 
opposite Lehman’s home, says that about 
5:15 o’clock he heard a pistol shot from the 
direction of Lehman’s house. 


Bodies Left as They Lay. 


The revolver was taken by the police, but 
the bodies of Lehman and his children were 
left where they lay. Half a dosen policemen 
remained about the house all evening, and 
one was left there on guard all night. Sev- 
eral neighbors offered what comfort they 
could to Mrs. Lehman and-her children, 

Emma Wendt, the nurse, who was the last 
person to see Lehman alive, said last 3 

When I reached the house I found 
Lehman rocking his baby in the dining. 
room. He played with the children awhile 
and after the dinner dishes were cleared away 
he told me to take the rocking chair over to 
the new house on Groll place. He said I 
should tell his wife he would go over after 
a while and lay the carpet for her. He 
wasn't apparently nervous or despondent.“ 


Cause of the Tragedy. 

The cause of the shocking tragedy is ap- 
parent from the admissions of Mrs. Lehman 
and the circumstances preceding the crime. 

Lehman, from the savings of twelve years, 
had bought a lot at No. 233 West Twenty- 
third street and built a three-story flat build- 
ing. He was not strong, and, growing tired 
of night work as a street car driver, had 
urged his wife to sell the place and move to 
the country, where he could have different 
work and hours. She finally consented—the 
property was in the name of both—and the 
place was sold the middle of last February 
to Louls Haack at what Lehman considered 
a sacrifice. Then, it seems, Mrs. Lehman 
objected to leaving the city and the family 
was obliged to move into rented quarters. 

It is thought the sacrifice of his property 
and the utter miscarriage of his hopes and 
plans came to him with full force when he 
reached home and found everything torn 
up and the children left in the care of the 
little girl, Emma Wendt, and nerved him to 
the awful deed. 

Domestic Affairs. 

It is tacitly admitted by Mrs. Lehman 
that the feeling between herself and her 
husband was not without crosses. When 
asked about the sale of the property she 
said: 

usually had my own way, but this time 
I gave in and consented to the sale of the 
home. But I did not want to go into the 
country, and when he would picture the 
pleasures of living out on a farm I would 
point out the pleasures of selling the prod- 
uce for a mere song in the fall.

‘BLOW TO ALD. BRENNER’S HOPES. 


New City Father Runs Against Civil 
Service. 

Ald, N. T. Brenner of the Seventh Ward 
and two other newly elected Aldermen are 
undergoing the painful ordeal of trying to 
satisfy a lot of hungry constituents with 
civil. service application blanks. The 
municipal offices had hardly been opened 
yesterday morning before several new mem- 
bers, who seemed to have taken their oaths 
of office in blissful unconsciousness that the 
civil service law had any weight against an 
Alderman’s prerogative, began an active 
campaign for patronage. Ald. Brenner se- 
cured an interview with Mayor Swift at the 
earliest possible moment and announced, 
“I want to get some jobs for some fellows in 
my ward.” 

“Is that so; how many do you want?” 

O, I guess a hundred would do me for 
awhile.”’ 

„Well, I can't help you, Alderman. They 
have passed a civil service law, you know, 
and there isn’t any patronage any longer.“ 

What,“ said the new legislator in dis- 
may, can't I get any jobs? Why, I prom- 
ised about a hundred fellows before election 
that if they would vote for me I would get 
them jobs in the City Hall as soon as I was 
elected.

DANIEL W. GALE DIES OF APOPLEXY. 


Retired Merchant a Lineal Descendant 
of Colontal Gov. William Bradford. 
Daniel Warren Gale died suddenly of apo- 

plexy on Tuesday evening at his home, No. 

3845 Ellis avenue. He had been ill since 

Friday. The funeral services will be held 

today. 

Mr. Gale was a New-Englander and a 
lineal descendant of the Colonial Governor, 
William Bradford, and of George Winslow 
of Massachusetts. He came to Chicago. in 
1840 with his parents. They then settled 
on a farm in Du Page County, but he re- 
mained in the young city and devoted him- 
self to a mercantile life. At the time of the 
fire of 1855 he had already established him- 
self independently in warehousing, but he 
was burned out and ruined. 

Mr. Gale then became one of the dry goods 
house of Peck, Keys & Co., which afterward 
became Harmon, Gale & Co. After the 
great fire he retired from active business. 

At the time of his death Mr. Gale was a 
prominent member of the Chicago Historic- 
al Society and of the Massachusetts Society 
of this city. He belonged to All Souls’ 
Church. In politics he was a Republican. 
His widow, three sons, and two daughters 
survive him. 


Capt. Thomas Peterson. 

Capt. Thomas Peterson, an old Lake Mich- 
igan sailor, died yesterday in Ahnapee, Mich. 
He was one of the earliest lake men to make 
Chicago a home.

ed 5 per cent to the gross enumeration to 
make up for misnamings and omissions.” 
Tue Taro then warned the board not 
to permit a repetition of this dangerous 
practice. But the warning was not heeded 
and in 1894 “ some one,” again without con- 
sulting the board or having the sanction of 
the City Council, added 5-per cent, or about 
75,000, to the enumeration, and these 
should be subtracted to get the actual pop- 
ulation of the city at that time. 

The correct figures would show a rapid 
growth and require no artificial bolstering, 
and no sueh dishonesty should be tolerated 
in the Chicago census. It must rest on facts 
and not on guesses. The dishonest zeal thut 
seeks to swell the total by tricky, padding 
methods may cause a temporary elation, 
but is sure to bring mortification and dis- 
grace at the end, when the truth comes out 
in a correctly taken census. 

Chicago’s population and growth are too 
real and genuine to rest under a cloud be- 
cause of a mistaken policy or error of judg- 
ment. No imaginary people are needed or 
desired on the lists and any fictitious figures 
only serve to bring the entire census into 
disrepute. - 

There is no cause for alarm in the de- 
creased population in the central wards of 
the city—and in fact it is a natural result 
of the city’s growth. In th sections of 
the city the largest increase business has 
appeared and with the demand for more 
shops and stores the resident population 
has been driven to the more outly- 
ing wards and villages. Evanston, 
Englewood, Cicero, Blue Island, Har- 
vey, and all similar suburbs have 
gained correspondingly. Ample compensa- 
tion will be found in the less crowded parts 
of the city for all the deficit that appears 
in the central wards. Supt. Sanford must 
not jump to a conclusion too hastily, but 
more particularly must he shun the pad- 
ding device of former years. He is reported 
to be in doubt whether he shall continue 
this 5 per cent fallacy another year. There 


is no cause for hesitation. The errors of 


any of his predecessors should not be re- 
garded as precedents. Chicago wants an 
honest census, and if the figures now must 
suffer by comparison with former years 
because of former padding it is better to 
start at once on the right path and not pro- 
long the discomfiture that inevitable dis- 
closure brings. The fact that other cities 
have the 5 per cent and other padding hab- 
its would not mitigate our own dishonesty. 
They may resort to them in desperation, but 
we can have no such necessity or excuse. 


A FALSE REASON FOR A BAD VOTE. 

Ald. Bidwill’s excuse for supporting the 
Central Electric grab ordinance is that he 
thinks the West-Siders ought to have an 
opposition street railway line, for “ oppo- 
sition on the West Side means a reduction 
of fare.“ 

If he yearns for the West Side people to 
have lower fares why does he vote against 
all propositions to give them such fares? 
When the General Electric ordinance was 
passed he voted against an amendment lim- 
iting fares to 4 cents. When the Central 
Electric ordinance was up for passage he 
did not offer an amendment to reduce fares 
upon it nor make any speech therefor, but 
he voted against the proposition that the 
O. E. company should pay the city one cent 
out of every five it collected, or 20 per cent 
of its gross receipts. Ald. Bidwill does not 
seem to be sincere or his memory is fright- 
fully brittle. 

The Central Electric ordinance might 
have been made to provide for lower fares, 
but Ald. Bidwill did not take enough inter- 
est in the subject to try to amend it in this 
important respect. All he wanted was to 
give away Jackson street and Jackson 
street bridge to that speculative corporation 
and to deprive the citizens of the West 
Side of that street to connect their boule- 
vards and those of the South Division. 
His excuse for his bad vote is flimsy and 
will not be accepted by the people of that 
division. The real reason for his voting to 
surrender Jackson street from Canal to 
Michigan, including the bridge, was very 
different from what he alleged, as the peo- 
ple of the West Side well know. 


WHY SILVER DOLLARS ARE COINED. 

Although there are now in the Treasury 
vaults 872 million silver dollars, more are 
being coined. During February and March 
three million new silver dollars were turned 
out at the mints and added to the immense 
stock already on hand. 

In one sense this coinage is a profitable 
operation for the government. Thus dur- 
ing the last fiscal year 8,059,000 ounces of 
silver, for which the government paid 
$2,680,000, was converted into 3,956,000 sil- 
ver dollars. A million and a quarter of 
those dollars represented the seigniorage or 


profit. They were used for the payment 


of debts and made the revenue deficiency 
for that fiscal year so much the less. . 

The coinage of silver dollars in 1895 and 
this: year was not, however, for the pur- 
pose of making a profit off the bullion on 
hand and adding something to the receipts 
of the Treasury. What the mints did was 
done simply -because the law imperatively 
required ft. One of the unrepealed pro- 
visions of the Sherman law is that no great- 
er or less amount of the Treasury notes is- 
sued under it shall be outstanding at any 
one time than the cost of the silver bullion, 
and the silver dollars coined therefrom then 
in the Treasury purchased by such notes. 

Therefore, when the holder of one of 
those notes presents it for redemption if 
it is redeemed in gold it must be reissued, 
else the amount of notes in circulation 
would be less than it should be. If re- 
deemed in silver it cannot be reissued or 
the amount would be too great. When re- 
deemed in silver the quantity of silver, the 
bullion’ purchased with that note, is set 
free and must be converted into coin. 

The average price paid by the government 
for the 162 million ounces of silver it bought 
under the Sherman law was 924-5 cents 
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converted slowly into coin. That coin will 
not remain in circulation, howéver. It will 
make its way back to the Treasury and will 
be the basis for silver certificates. 
Those certificates have been issued now 


| to the amount of 3481-8 millions. When 


the Treasury notes are all replaced by 
such certificates the sum total will be about 
half a billion. And this mass of silver 
money worth intrinsically only 50 cents on 
the dollar has to be kept at gold par. The 
honest men of the country want to keep it 
there. The dishonest ones want to take 
away the artificial value it has and make 


i it worth half what it is now so that there 


may be cheaper dollars with which to pay 
off debts contracted when there were 100 
cents to the dollar. 


CENTRAL AMERICA SHOULD JOIN MEXICO 
The Mexican Herald says that— 
“As Mexico is now becoming a manufacturing na- 


tion and rapidly expanding her agricultural inter- 
ests, and has a keen interest in Central American 
affairs, it is her duty to prevent Central American 


politicians from jeopardizing their own future and 


the interests of Mexico as well by futile revolutions 
and an unprogressive internal policy. 

The best thing the half dozen little Cen- 
tral American States could do would be 
to unite themselves with Mexico and be- 
come States of that republic. Then they 
would enjoy a degree of peace and pros- 
perity hitherto unknown or undreamed of. 
They would have a stable government, 
something they have never known, and the 
annual revolutions would cease to torment 
them. 

If they became a part of Mexico, which 
has got through with revolutions, American 
capital would quickly push a central raij- 
way south from the City of Mexico to unite 
the people of Central America with their 
new national capital, and American money 
would be invested in the six little States 
to an extent which is impossible now, for 
capital is not secure there. 

The great natural resources of those 
States would be developed speedily. For- 
eign and domestic commerce would in- 
crease. Wages would rise. The fertile 
lands, untilled now, would be cultivated, 
and the rich mines would be opened. Rall- 
roads would be constructed and new towns 
would spring up. Central America would 
begin to enjoy at once all those blessings 
which are due to the existence of a stable 
government and the firm enforcement of 
the laws. 

In language, religion, race, and customs 
the Central Americans and the Mexicans 
are oné. They ought to be able to blend as 
naturally as so many drops of water. They 
should have united peacefully long ago. 
The little States to the south of Mexico 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose 
by giving up their costly; stormy independ- 
ence and forming part of the orderly repub- 
lic to the north‘of them. 


CLINGING TO THEIR PATRONAGE. 

When the postoffice appropriation bill 
came up in the Senate Senator Wolcott 
offered an amendment looking to the con- 
solidation of adjacent suburban postoffices 
with city’ ones. If, for instance, the small- 
er offices near Chicago, like those at Oak 
Park, Lemont, etc., were made sub- 
stations of the Chicago office, and the men 
now acting as postmasters became super- 
intendents or clerks, and hence a part of 
the classified civil service, the change would 
be an improvement in many ways. 

The fourth-class offices are increasing at 
the rate of 2,000 a year. A separate ac- 
count has to be kept with each of them, 
and there are 70,000 now. That means a 
great deal of bookkeeping. Each office, no 
matter how small it may be, makes out its 
own separate requisition for stamps and 
other supplies. The number of offices has 
become so great that it is impossible, unless 
the appropriations are increased greatly, to 
investigate and inspect them. 

To lessen the number of small offices by 
bringing them under the jurisdiction of 
city ones is to cut down expenses, get bet- 
ter supervision, and a more efficient service. 
In addition to that, the number of places 
over which spoilsmen wrangle would be re- 
duced. There would be fewer heads for 
an incoming Assistant Postmaster-General 
to chop off. 

The fact that this amendment would de- 
prive Senators and Representatives of some 
patronage killed it. Only seven Senators 
voted against laying it on the table. And 
then in order to make sure that none of the 
postoffices they have been in the habit of 
distributing were abolished, the Senators 
adopted an amendment providing that no 
substation shall be established beyond the 
corporate limits of the city in which the 
principal office is situated. 

It is pitiful to see the determination with 
which Congressmen cling to these small 
offices with which they are in the habit 
of rewarding their supporters. They do 
not deny that the postal service would be 
improved if the proposed change were made, 
but they cannot give up the spoils. 


GOLD CONTRACTS. 

The legality of gold contracts has been 
affirmed again by the Supreme Court in 
a Mississippi case. The Levee Board was 
empowered by the Legislature to sell bonds 
to raise money for river improvement pur- 
poses. The board issued bonds which were 
made payable in gold. Their validity was 
contested, and the State Supreme Court 
held the bonds were void because the law 
did not authorize their payment in one par- 
ticular kind of money. The reasoning was 
much the same as that of the Ohio Supreme 
Court in a case where the City of Cincin- 
nati endeavored to sell gold bonds under 
a ‘law which simply granted the power to 
sell bonds. It was held in both instances 
that no one particular kind of money could 
be selected and the bonds made payable in 
that, even though better terms could be 
secured thereby. The bonds must be made 
payable in “lawful money.” The Supreme 
Court of the United States made short work 
of the fine reasoning in this Mississippi 
ease, which would compel municipal cor- 
porations in many instances to pay higher 
interest because explicit power to sell gold 
bonds had not been given, and decided that 
the levee bonds were good.

MARKET LIST FOR THE HOUSEWIVES. 


Suggestive Hints for Buyers Among 
the Food Staples and Importations 
of South Water Street Firms. 


Turnips and rutabagas are still scarce and 
high compared with other vegetables. 
Choice Canadian rutabagas sell in the gro- 
cery at 15 to 20 cents a peck, and fine white 
turnips at 25 cents a peck. 

New turnips are also scarce. The quality 
is generally poor and they do not keep well. 
Grocers ask 20 cents a peck for good ones. 

Pie plant was cheap yesterday. Lots of 
it came in from Michigan, and it was nice. 
Grocers generally sell it at three cents a 
pound. Choice lemons cost from §2.75 to $3 
a box. The best come from Palermo and 
Messina, and retail at 25 and 30 cents a 
dozen. 

Some nice fish is coming in, but trout will 
not be on sale till after May 1. Black bass 
retail at 18 to 15 cents a pound if the price is 
right. Pike cost 8 to 10 cents a pound, and 
pickerel 6 to 7 cents. 

Fine white honey can be bought in South 
Water street in comb, one-pound section 
at 13 to 18 cents a pbund. The best is call 
white clover honey. A fair de costs 9 
to 10 cents at wholesale, while the grocer 
asks 12 cents a pound for it. Dark-colored 
honey in the comb retails at 8 to 10 cents a 
pound, and strained honey from 6 to 8 cents. 

Boiled cider retails at 8 cents a quart, but 
it can be bought in South Water street at 
20 cents a gallon.
